Nancy Perri, the director of the Economic and 
Community Development program in Carbondale 
remarked: “This is a very good opportunity for Carbondale 
to ieam how to protect our community’s important historic 
assets. Heritage tourism is important. It contributes billions 
of dollars in tax revenues, jobs, and investment. Tourism is 
Pennsylvania’s second most important economic engine, 
second only to agriculture.” 

At the beginning of the seminar, S. Robert Powell, 
president of the Carbondale Historical Society will 
welcome the seminar participants to Carbondale City Hall, 
which is listed in the National Register of Historic Places/ 
and invite all interested persons to visit, at the conclusion 
of the seminar, the Society’s exhibition rooms on the third 
floor of City Hall. 

Historic preservation,” noted Powell, is a very 
important opportunity for Carbondale. We have a long and 
distinguished history and there is a lot that we can do to 
capitalize on that heritage. Anthracite mining and the 
railroads put Carbondale on the map almost 200 years ago, 
and we have an important story to tell here in Carbondale.’

John Griswold’s Family 

Just what is the Northeastern Pennsylvania Griswold Reunion? 
Some of our members, especially those who did not attend the 







1996 “Joint Reunion,” may be asking themselves this question. 
Let me introduce you to John Griswold's family! 

Founded in 1906, the group known today as t' > Northeastern 
Pennsylvania Griswold Reunion predates th< .>A by 24 years 
They have held annual meetings for 95 yeais, with the exception 
of 1943, when the meeting was canceled due to wartime gas 
rationing. Minutes of early meetings call it the annual reunion of 
the descendants of John and Elizabeth Griswold.” In the 1930’s, 
the wording changed to “annual reunion of the John and Elizabeth 
Griswold family.” 

This is a true family reunion, where all members are the 
descendants of one pioneer couple, John Griswold (1754-1843) 
and his wife, Elizabeth Crittenden (1761-1851), who settled in 
Clinton Township, Wayne County, Pennsylvania in 1813. Their six 
sons, all born in Massachusetts before the move, found wives 
among the other early settlers in the region. Today, their 
descendants are spread out across the United States (and one in 
Norway!). 

John Griswold was the great great grandson of Michael Griswold 
of Wethersfield, Connecticut, who emigrated from England. Born 
October 15, 1754 in Norwich, Massachusetts, John served in the 
Revolutionary War in a local militia unit. In 1790, he married 
Elizabeth Crittenden in Sandisfield, MA. Some years later, the 
family moved to Schoharie County, New York, and after about five 
years there, settled in Wayne County, PA in 1813. 

The oldest son, John, (b. 1792) married Louisa Johnson and had 
two sons. The second son, Francis (1793-1869) married Jane 
Loomis (1792-1881), and had four sons and two daughters. Many 
of today’s Northeastern Pennsylvania Griswold Reunion family 
members trace their line back through three of Francis' children: 
Laura Griswold (1826-1924), who married Hiram Loomis; Louisa 
Griswold (1828-1912), who married Henry Banning Curtis; and 
Homer Griswold (1835-1874), who married Alice Van Meter. 

John and Elizabeth’s third son, Orrin (1796-1878) married Lois 
Deming (? -1875) and had three sons and one daughter. The 
fourth son, Sumner (1798-1864) married Clarissa Gelatte. 
Numerous members of the Northeastern Pennsylvania Griswold 
Reunion descend from Sumner’s daughter Electa Marie Griswold 



(1846-1929) and her husband Henry Arnold. 

Son number five, Horace (1800-1880) married Louisa McKnight 
(1809-1866), and some of today’s members trace their descent to 
Horace’s fifth child, another John Griswold (1842-1913), who 
married Ernestine Bucklish. John and Elizabeth’s sixth son, 
Sedate (1802-1862) married twice, first to Julia Burns, and then to 
Nancy, whose surname is still unknown. 

Seventy-seven of John and Elizabeth Griswold’s descendants met 
in March 1906 to organize the group we know as the Northeastern 
Pennsylvania Griswold Reunion. Elected as the first Officers were: 
John Griswold, President; Fred Griswold, Vice-President; Theron 
Loomis, Secretary; and Nathan Griswold, Treasurer. A collection 
of $2.25 was taken “to defray expenses.” Entertainment, Table 
and Reception Committees were formed, with members of the 
Corey, Curtis, Cowperthwaite, Loomis, Borchers, Treat, and 
Gaylord families participating. 

Over the years, attendance has fluctuated, as with every family 
association. Recent years have seen approximately fifty family 
members gathering on the third Saturday in August at the lovely 
Homestead Golf Course, Carbondale.

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Mayoral 
portraits 
to hang 
in City Hall

It has been almost 70 years 
since A.F. Fey held the mayor’s 
office in Carbondale, and more 
than 125 since William Morrison 
reigned over the city. 

But on Monday, the two will 
take their rightful spots next to 
their mayoral brethren at City 
Hall. 

The Carbondale Historical So¬ 
ciety will unveil two more may- 
oral portraits on Monday at 7 
p.m. before the Carbondale City 
Council meeting in City Hall. 

Mr. Fey is distinguished as the 
mayor who took the city through 
the Great Depression. He held of¬ 
fice from 1928 to 1932, normally 
considered a prosperous age for. 
the city. He was a rarity in Car¬ 
bondale as a Republican mayor. 
After his term, no Republican 
held office until 1952, when Wal¬ 
ter Briden took over. 

Mr. Fey had two daughters 
who never married, Henrietta 
and Grace. The family home still 
stands on Spring Street, accord¬ 
ing to Joseph Pascoe, Carbondale 
Historical Society treasurer. 

Mr. Morrison, who was mayor 
for a two-year term in 1874-75, 
was a businessman who had sev¬ 
eral ventures, including a fu¬ 
neral home and a furniture deal¬ 
ership. He also owned an ice 
company that later became Crys¬ 
tal Lake Ice. He was also one of 
the charter members of the Cath¬ 
olic Knights of America. 

Mr. Pascoe said there are his¬ 
torical records claiming Mr. Mor¬ 
rison incurred opposition during 
hi3 time as mayor, but insisted 
on "doing the right thing, 
whether it did not benefit him or 
his friends." 
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The historical society has 
been painting mayoral pictures 
for the past few years, hanging 
the pictures along the walls of 
council chambers. These pictures 
bring the total to 34. 

In the spring, the society plans 
to hang two moie, but that’s 
where it gets tricky. There were 
12 other mayors in the city, and 
the society does not have pic¬ 
tures of any of them. 

However, two of the mayors 
are from the 20th century — 
James D. Murrin (1912-1916) and 
John T. Loftus (1916-1924). Mr. 
Pascoe is hoping someone in the 
city has pictures of the two may¬ 
ors so their paintings can be next 
on the wall. 

“I would think there may still 
be pictures of these men around 
town somewhere,” Mr. Pascoe 
said. "Hopefully, someone will 
come forward w ! th pictures so 
these men can be recognized.” 

The other mayors all served in 
Carbondale’s early days and 
should be especially difficult to 
find. Mr. Pascoe said he expects 
it will take extensive research to 
find any depiction of those may¬ 
ors, but said the society plans on 
getting all of the portraits in 
council chambers at some point. 

"That’s the goal,” Mr. Pascoe 
said. "I would hate to leave any¬ 
one out, so we’re going to keep 
this up as long as we can.” 

Though some paintings can be 
recreated through newspaper 
photos, the society first looks for 
pictures from family members. 
Anyone who can assist in the en¬

1. Describe the proposed project’s relationship to surface transportation. 

The restoration of this very rare combination freight/passenger railcar that was built by the D&H for 
use on its Gravity Railroad (1829-1899) from Carbondale to Honesdale is a project that is directly 
related to the history of surface transportation in America. The D&H rail system was one of the 
earliest, most complex, and most successful transportation systems in 19 lh century America. The 
creators and builders of this rail system solved the problem of transporting, efficiently and safely, 
millions of tons of anthracite coal over the Moosic Mountain, the summit of which is 950 above the 
railhead. Some of the best minds in America worked on and solved the problem and, in so doing, 
created a masterwork of technological engineering. So significant was their success that the D&H 
became the first million-dollar corporation in American history. These D&H pioneers were great 
innovators—and they were successful. America followed their lead. Their experience was the 
American experience in the nineteenth century. By restoring this railcar and establishing an 
exhibition gallery therein in which to tell the story of the Gravity Railroad, the Carbondale Historical 
Society will make it possible for visitors and researchers to study and to appreciate the historical 
importance of this pioneer surface transportation system, not only in local history but also in the 
history of transportation in the 19 lh century in America. 


2. Describe how the proposed project relates to the primary Transportation Enhancements 
category selected in the application. 

Category 12: Establishment of transportation museums. The restoration of this railcar is central to 
the establishment of the D&H Transportation Museum that was funded under PennDOT 
Transportaton Enhancement agreement No. 048036, dated April 10, 2001. This restored railcar will 
constitute the visual aid, par excellence, in the Carbondale Historical Society’s D&H Transportation 
Museum. In addition, It will enhance and bring to life the words, photographs, and detached 
historical fragments/ar ifacts about the D&H that are displayed therein and thereby maximize, for the 
museum visitor and researcher, the impact the story of surface transportation by rail in the nineteenth 
century in northeastern Pennsylvania. 


3. Describe the statewide or regional significance of the proposed project, including how it 
would educate or promote heritage, history, or the environment, how it would impact the state 
or region and how it would fit into a larger regional or statewide perspective. 

The significance of the D&H rail system between Carbondale and Honesdale in the technological 
and social history of the state and region can not be overstated. Through the restoration of this 
railcar and the exhibitions and interpretative programs that are presented therein, this project will 
educate the public about the importance of the D&H in the transportation and cultural history of the 
region as a whole. At the same time, the facility will be an active participant in the Lackawanna 
Heritage Valley, a highly successful regional initiative (the LHVA) that promotes heritage tourism 
and advocates the preservation and promotion of our technological and social history and fosters an 
appreciation for the preservation of things in our natural world and for environmental protection. 

Through this project, the present generation will learn (1) that in the city of Carbondale there is 
respect for the past and the accomplishments of previous generations, (2) that the history and 
accomplishments of previous generations and artifacts from the past can be used to create a bright 
future for the area, and (3) that the D&H itself, as a company, was concerned with community life 
and the quality of life in the communities it served. Through this project, then, visitors, researchers, 
and modern-day employers will be reminded of the fact that it businesses are to be successful in the 
cities in which they are located that they, like the D&H before them, must become involved in the 
very fabric of community life in proactive and positive ways.

• Technical Assistance grant ($1,500): Awarded (07-26-01) to Carbondale Historical Society 
by Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission (PHMC) to hire a technical consultant 
(J. David Conrad, Essex Junction Railroad, Essex, CT) to examine this D&H railcar and 
formulate a preservation and restoration plan. Examination completed on September 9-10, 
2001 . 

• In-Kind Services ($15,000): One architectural firm, two engineering firms, a metal 
manufacturing firm, and a trail manufacturing firm have already made a partnership 
commitment to this restoration project. In addition interior space in which to carry out the 
restoration will be provided by a local not-for-profit corporation, and local craftsmen and 
volunteers from the community will donate labor and supplies to the restoration of this 
railcar.

• Application, dated 04-01-01, pending with PHMC for general operating support grant (E- 
01273-GOS) to make it possible for the Historical Society to hire a museum professional 
who would serve as the project manager for this restoration project. 

• An architectural firm and two engineering firms are already working in partnership with the 
Historical Society on this project and will provide the guidance, direction, and project 
management skills necessary to successfully implement this restoration project. 


6. Bonus Question: Describe any other benefits of your proposed project, or any information 
that you feel pertinent that has not been discussed in the application. 

• This restoration project will have an impact on the local economy—skilled woodworkers, 
engineers, carpenters, painters, and others will be hired to complete the work. And when the 
restoration is completed, the railcar exhibit will be an asset to the community and will foster 
economic development. Visitors and researchers will come to Carbondale to learn and to do 
research. They will stay overnight. They will eat in restaurants. They wiil have an economic 
impact on the local and regional economy. And persons and companies who explore the 
possibility of locating in this area will regard the existence of this restored railcar and the 
D&H Transportation Museum as a whole as a sign that the community of Carbondale is a 
positive environment in which to live and to work. 

• There is a direct relationship between this restoration project, which celebrates the history of 
the D&H transportation system as a whole, and the rails-to-trails program: Much of the 
actual roadbed, canal channels, and support network for the D&H rail line and canal can still 
be identified—inclined planes and levels (including the well known Shepherd’s Crook on the 
“light track”), towpaths for the D&H Canal, Farview Picnic Park, among many others. Those 
sites all have the potential to become walkways, hiking trails, parks, and/or scenic overlooks. 

• The Carbondale Historical Society has an excellent working relationship with Senator Robert 
J. Mellow and Representative Edward Stabach, both of whom are strong supporters of 
historical preservation and will support in every way that they can the proposed Gravity 
railcar restoration as part of the D&H Transportation Museum in Carbondale. In addition, the 
Society has successfully worked as a partner with the Lackawanna Heritage Valley 
Authority, the PHMC, and the D&H Heritage Transportation Council to accomplish mutually 
important preservation and historical objectives.

We have an imprecise collections and accessions policy. Fifty percent of our holdings have not 
been 'properly' accessioned or catalogued. We are trying our best to make the right decisions 
so that our holdings will be preserved and accessible to those who come after us. We have a lot 
to learn. We carefully restrict access by the general public to our holdings, most of which we 
can not display, primarily because of lack of funding support to hire staff to prepare and mount 
exhibitions. 

On October 16, 2001, we designed a proposed project to be carried out by a partnership 
between the Carbondale Historical Society and the Lackawanna Heritage Valley Authority 
(LHVA). Under this partnership agreement, the LHVA would provide the funding to make it 
possible for the Carbondale Historical Society to engage a college graduate with an interest in 
museum work to implement the collections management and care procedures tha' we hope to 
leam from the PHMC through this request for technical assistance.

GRAVITY RAILROAD 


Here began one of the first railroads in 
the Western Hemisphere, built 1828- 
29. The line had its eastern terminus at 
Honesdale; its southwestern terminus 
was later extended to Archbald and 
ultimately to Valley Junction near 
Olyphant. Built by the Delaware & 
Hudson to move coal to the D&H 
Canal, this line eventually provided 
passenger service and operated until 
the beginning of 1899. 
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Delaware and Hudson 
Gravity Railroad and Canal 

• The D&H Gravity Railroad from 
Carbondale to Honesdale was opened 
on October 9, 1829. It was designed 
by John B. Jervis, and was the third 
rail system in the United States (the 
first was at Breed’s Hill, MA; the 
second was at Jim Thorpe, PA). The 
1829 road had strap rails, which were 
replaced on most of the system, in 
1858, by iron T-rails. 

• The 1829 roadbed consisted of 
Planes 1-5 from Carbondale to Rixe's 
Gap, Level 1 across the top of the 
mountain. Planes 6-7 from Farview 
to Waymart, Level 2 from Waymart 
to Prompton, Plane 8 at Prompton, 
Level 3 from Prompton to 
Honesdale. Chains were used on the 
planes from 1829 to 1831; hemp rope 
was used from 1831 to 1856; wire 
rope (invented by John Roebling) 
was installed on the planes in 1856 
and was used until the Gravity 
Railroad closed in 1899. 

• The first deep-shaft anthracite mine 
in America was opened at 
Carbondale by the D&H in 1831. By 
the mid-nineteenth century, more 
than a million tons of anthracite coal 
were being shipped annually by rail 
from Carbondale to Honesdale. 

• One of the most famous locomotives 
in American History, the Stourbridge 
Lion (now in the Smithsonian 
Institution) was given its trial run on 
August 8, 1829, at Honesdale, with 
Horatio Allen as engineer. The 


"Lion" was one of four locomotives 
imported from England by the D&H 
for use on the "levels" on the Gravity 
Railroad. 

• The roadbed was reconfigured in 
1841-43, 1856-58, and 1866-68. 
Scheduled passenger service was 
insti,uted on April 5, 1877. 

• The gauge on the D&H Gravity 
Railroad was 51 inches (standard 
gauge is 56 1/2 inches). 

• Anthracite coal from the mines in the 
Lackawanna Valley was loaded into 
canal boats at Honesdale, and 
shipped to Rondo ut on the Hudson 
River. The D&H Canal was 108 
miles long, with 108 locks. It opened 
on October 16, 1828. On November 
5, 1898, the last canal boat left 
Honesdale for the Hudson River. 

• In 1843, the Gravity Railroad was 
extended from Carbondale to 
Archbald; in 1860 the line was 
extended to Providence. 

• The D&H Gravity Railroad operated 
for the last time in its entirety as a 
gravity line on January 3, 1899, at 
which time the "light track" was 
converted into a steam rail line, 
known as the Honesdale Branch of 
the D&H Company. 

• There were 19 stations on the 
Honesdale Branch: Carbondale, 
Lookout Junction, Bushwick, 
Lincoln Avenue, Racket Brook, 
White's, Panthers' Bluffs, Quigley, 
Farview, Canaan, Munson, Lake 
Lodore, Waymart, Keene, Steene, 
Prompton, Fortenia, Seelyville. and 
Honesdale. The Honesdale Branch 
closed on August 20, 1931.

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Memorial Park Honors 
Carbondale’s War Dead

he region is filled with 
memorials to our fallen 
veterans. 

In Carbondale, right 
in the middle of town 
between two of the city’s proud¬ 
est buildings, Memorial Park has 
stood for over 115 years to honor 
city residents who died in the 
name of freedom. 

“It’s not your ordinary city 
park,” Carbondale Historical So¬ 
ciety President Robert Powell 
said. 

Started as a Civil War monu¬ 
ment, the park now carries the 
names of over 200 area soldiers 
who died in every war since the 
1800s. 

The cornerstone of the park is 
the 45-foot Civil War monument 
in the center of the site. It is com¬ 
plemented by three other monu¬ 
ments dedicated to Carbondale 
soldiers who have died in battle. 

A local post of the Grand 
Army of the Republic undertook 
the building of the park in the 
1880s. Carved out of former 
wastelands where baseball games 
and circuses were held, the park 
was dedicated on May 30,1885, as 
a Civil War reminder. It cost 
$4,645.09, with the city contribut¬ 
ing $1,000 to the came. 

In 1894, the Patriotic Order of

the Sons of America donated an 
American flag to the park. Cur¬ 
rently, there are three lighted 
flagpoles bearing the American 
flag, a POW flag and a state flag. 

Located on Main Street be¬ 
tween City Hall and St. Rose of 
Lima Church, the park holds an¬ 
other monument separate from 
war but consistent with the 
theme of freedom. On the east 
end of the park, a 15-foot monu¬ 


ment honoring Christopher Co¬ 
lumbus stands overlooking the 
war memorials. 

Since its dedication in 1885, 
the park has gone through both 
major and minor renovations. In 
1985, a restoration process spear¬ 
headed by local resident Jay Sara 
cleaned the monuments. 

Flower boxes planted in the 
1980s dot the walkways, but no 
renovation was as significant or 
as costly as the one in 1995. Un¬ 
der a beautification grant, the 
city secured $100,000 to plant 
trees and flowers around the 
park as an outdoor classroom. 

The extensive work put into 
the park has left the city with an 
impressive yet understated 
shrine to those who died in the 
name of democracy. “The city 
and its residents should be very 
proud of Memorial Park,” Dr. 
Powell said. “We have something 
beautiful on our hands." 

Today, the park gets plenty of 
use. In the summer, through a 
grant from the Lackawanna 
County commissioners, the Car¬ 
bondale Business Association 
hosts a weekly concert series. It 
also marks the finishing point of 
the city’a grand Memorial Day 
Parade each year. 

And on Monday at 10:45 a.m., 
the park will host a special Veter¬ 
ans Day ceremony celebrated by 
local retired military personnel.

New members in 2001: 42 (of those, 6 
life members). There are 9 new (2 life) members paid for 2002. Total membership now 
stands at 424. 

The endowment fund report was presented by Jack Hooten. Our balance stands at 
$387,685.00, down from May. Jack reported that the executive board moved to transfer 
the endowment to a much lower risk category of 2°'/o stocks; 70% bonds; and 1% cash 
from our current mixture of 44% stocks; 55 % bonds; and 1 %cash. 

Barbara Ryan reported on the new publications of the GFA, including The Griswold Family: 
The 6th and 7th Generations of Edward and Matthew, currently being offered at $60.00 pre¬ 
publication price. The next installment, with the descendants of Michael Griswold, will be 
published next year. 

Richard reported that Janet Mann was the first recipient of the Robert & Esther Griswold 
French research grant. Her work is being published periodically in the GFA Bulletin. 

Sara French reported in the absence of Esther & Bob French: 

Book sales since 30 May: 4 FFG; 1 Vol. VI; and 4 Vol. VII for a total of $275 dollars.

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Board of Directors Meeting 
Carbondale Public Library 
November 20, 2001 

The October 7.001 meeting of the Board did not take place, for lack of 
a quorum present at the regularly scheduled meeting. 

The November 2001 meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Carbondale Public Library took place on the 20th in the Board Room on the 
second floor of the Library building. The meeting was called to order at 7:34 
P.M. by President Martin Langan. The minutes of the September 18, 2001 
meeting of the Board were approved as read by S. Robert Powell and placed 
on file. The Treasurer's report was presented, motion by Father Steve with a 
second by Joseph Pascoe to accept Treasurer's report. Motion carried. 

In the course of conversation before the meeting was called to order, 
Father Steve Matylewicz reported that Board member Aubrey Staple is in 
good health and that he attended church twice last week-the Thursday 
healing service and the regular Sunday service. 

President Langan reported that it appears that the Carbondale Library 
v '!1 not receive any funding assistance to pay off the mortgage from the 
Weinberg Foundation. ML: "They (WF) have not returned any of my phone 
calls." The Library Director remarked: "We should write a letter to the 
Weinberg Foundation as ask why they have provided funding support to 
Tunkhannock, Abington, and Interboro-and not Carbondale." Pat Calabro, 
Anne Muldoon, and Marty Langan will get together and write an appropriate 
letter to the Weinberg Foundation. 

Pat Calabro and Marty Langan have talked about the mortgage and 
have concluded that it seems appropriate to refinance the mortgage at this 
time. Marty Langan will also talk to Sally Felix (County Library 
administrator) and ask if the County will help us out. The mortgage principal 
is 388,000 (approximately). It the Carbondale Library were to pay off 
$26,000 from its holdings (certificates of deposit), the mortgage would be 
reduced to $62,000 (more or less) but the Library would have no cash 
reserves. Next step? 



Correspondence and communications: none 

Financial summary on mystery dinner: Library took in $4,116; 
expenses, $1,467.50; profit, $2,648. A discussion took place about offering 
Carl Canedy $300, in appreciation for all his work on behalf of the Library's 
successful dinner theater performance. A motion to that effect was regularly 
moved and seconded. The motion carried. Father Steve: "He’ll probably turn 
it down, but it’s nice to make the offer." 

Several for-profit organizations (e.g., Geisinger, Prudential) have 
asked to use the Library's Board Room, it was regularly moved 
(Matylewicz) and seconded (Wallis) that all such requests be considered 
separately (on a case-by-base basis) by the Board and that if permission is 
granted that a fee of $50 a day be asked for the use of the Board Room. The 
motion carried. 

The Library Director reported that the South exterior wall of the 
Library building that was damaged by PG&W was recently repaired by 
Scartelli. 

Joseph Pascoe, chairman of the Nominating Committee, said that he 
would present a slate of candidates for the officers of the Board for 2002 at 
the regularly scheduled January 2002 meeting of the Board. 

The Library Director reported that staff member Dorothy Peduto will 
resign soon and that she should probably be replaced. 

With no additional business to discuss, it was regularly moved 
(Mattise) and seconded (Matylewicz) that the meeting be adjourned at 8:45 
P.M. The motion carried.

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Crystal Band Concert Set for Sunday 

The 18 th annual Carbondale Christmas concert by the Crystal Band is 
scheduled for Sunday, December 9. The concert, which will begin at 7:30 
P.M., will take place in the main sanctuary of the Berean Baptist Church, 
comer of North Church Street and Lincoln Avenue. 


This concert of traditional Christmas music, performed by concert band, 
is sponsored by the Carbondale Historical Society, as a Christmas gift to 
the community as a whole, and by the Berean Baptist Church. 

Refreshments will be served following the concert, and everyone is invited 
to attend. 

Howaid Yepson, Brook Street, has been a member of the percussion 
section of the Band for many years. About this year’s concert, Howard 
Yepson remarked: “The program for this year’s concert includes many of 
the traditional sacred and popular songs of Christmas as well as some new 
arrangements of old favorites. A very popular work on the program is 
Leroy Anderson s ‘ Sleigh Ride.” Towards the conclusion of the concert 
on Sunday, the audience will be invited to sing along with the band as they 
perform some of the best loved carols of Christmas.” 

The Rev. Dale Pepper, pastor of the Berean Baptist Church noted: “The 
church has been decorated for the Advent and Christmas seasons. Two 
very special features of these decorations are the Mission Tree, decorated 
with candles, and the ‘Chrismon’ Tree, decorated by the Beacon Class of 
Berean with gold and white symbols of Christ and His teachings.

And in 
the summer of 1975, sponsored by the State Department and under the 
direction of the late H. Earl Brink, the band traveled to Romania, where 
they played 12 concerts to large and enthusiastic audiences during their 
three-week, 1,600-mile concert tour.” 

Thomas Frew will conduct Sunday’s concert. “In the course of its long 
and distinguished history,” Powell added, “several well known local 
conductors have served the Crystal Band, including Kenneth Zupp, H. 
Earl Brink, and Larry Hughes.” 

Connie Bubemiak, Canaan Street, remarked: “We look forward to the 
Crystal Band Christmas concert every year. Coming as it does, in early 
December, it gets you in the Christmas spirit. For lots of people, 
Christmas wouldn’t be Christmas without this concert.”

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Barbara Yepson, a member of the Berean Baptist Church, has been an 
active supporter of these Carbondaie concerts by the Crystal Band for 
many years. “It’s wonderful that we as a community can all come together 
at these concerts to celebrate Christmas in song,” she remarked, “and if 
you attend once, chances are you’ll come back every year.”

Solar 
eclipses are visible only in certain areas and require eye protection to be safely viewed. 
Lunar eclipses are technically visible from the entire night side of Earth, but during a 
penuinbral eclipse, the dimming of the Moon’s illumination is very slight. 


H Total eclipse of the Moon, January 9. The 

beginning of the umbral phase will be vis¬ 
ible in northern Canada and most of 
Alaska. The end will be visible in north¬ 
eastern North America. The Moon enters 
penumbra at 12:44 p.m. EST (9:44 a.m. 
PST); the umbral phase begins at 1:42 p.m. 
EST (10:42 a.m. PST); totality begins at 
2:50 p.m. EST (11:50 a.m. PST) and ends 
at 3:52 p.m. EST (12:52 p.m. PST); the 
umbral phase ends at 4:59 p.m. EST (1:59 
p.m.

Hudson Gravity Railroad combination freight and passenger car owned by the Carbondale 
Historical Society and Museum, Inc. whose offices are located at One North Main Street, 
Carbondale, Pennsylvania 18407. The inspection was conducted with the assistance of 
the organization’s Executive Director, Mr. Robert Powell at the Homestead Golf Course 
where the car is stored on September 10 & 11, 2001. Photographs taken at this time are 
enclosed and identified in attachment - A. 

HISTORY 

This car was one several used on the Gravity Railroad, which was built c. 1829 and 
abandoned in 1899. Although the main purpose of the railroad was the transportation of 
coal, passenger service was provided for workers and their families as well as local 
residents. In addition, due to the unique nature of the railroad and the scenic area through 
which it ran, tourist trains were operated seasonally. 

The railroad, as its name implies, used gravity as the motive power, at least on the 
downgrade portion of the line. Trains were hauled to the highest points of the line by 
cables attached to steam powered winches up steep inclines. For the downhill trip the 
speed of the cars were controlled by brakemen who operated handbrakes on each car. The 
speed was also controlled to some extent by the use of level track between the graded 
sections, none of which were as st;ep as the inclines. 

It would appear that all of the railroad’s rolling stock was built in the company shops. All 
cars were built mostly of wood with only the wheels and axels, couplings, handrails, 
fasteners and some substructure being steel. The design of the cars was somewhat out of 
the ordinary due to the unique nature of the line and the fact that the rolling stock 
operated only on that railroad (not interchanged with other lines partially due to the odd 
track gauge of 53“). The car building techniques used were typical of the period. 

The car (number unknown) was probably built c. 1890 and operated until the railroad was 
abandoned in 1899 after which a number of the passenger cars were stripped of their 
metal components and sold to local residents. Only the car bodies were saved, end 
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platforms, wheels, axels, brakes, etc. were salvaged by the railroad. At that time it was 
moved to near its present location and used as a bunkhouse for farm workers. At some 
time in the 1950s’ it was moved to its present site. Over the years it has not been 
modified save the addition of layen of roof ng material. It is remarkable how much of the 
car remains intact, albeit in deteriorated condition. 

INSPECTION SUMMARY 

The car is sitting on uneven ground, unevenly supported. The car frame is bowed and 
humped in several directions and it is impossible to say whether or not it will straighten 
out when set somewhere level. Often times wood will not straighten out again once 
bowed. Most of the main frame appears to be in relatively good condition. A trench was 
dug at one point to inspect the center sills. Interior framing could not be thoroughly 
inspected due to the car siding being in place, but it can be expected that there will 
some rotted sections. Much of the exterior wood is badly weathered and will ni VL ' r 
smooth again. Some of the exterior wood, car framing (where visible) and roof o 
badly rotted. There is little naint left on the exterior of the car. Light sanding re' 
the car exterior was painted Tuscan red and then coated with varnish. The sash , 
treated likewise, although it had been orange at an earlier period. All exterior veu ,, 
grills are missing. Wood on the car interior is mostly intact save several roof bow t. , 
which are rotted off. Most doors, sash and blinds are repairable. Several of the 
floorboards are rotten. Most of the paint inside the car is intact although in poor 
condition. All glass is broken or etched. Light sanding revealed that the interior was 
painted light gray, coated with varnish. There are no seats in the car. It is assumed that it 
once had seats, although no mounting holes, etc. could be found. The roof could not be 
thoroughly inspected due to several layers of roofing material being in place, however, 
from inside the car, the roof boards appear to be mostly intact although the outer roofing 
material is badly deteriorated. 

RESTORATION vs. REPLICATION 

At this point I would like to offer a few thoughts regarding the conservation and 
restoration of railroad equipment. Unlike fine art (and even furniture), it was expected 
that railroad equipment would be repaired and maintained over its service life. Therefore 
we can justify continuing such repairs and maintenance. That being said, I believe that we 
ought to retain as much of the original object as possible. In many cases it would be far 
easier to construct a replica than to restore a oidly deteriorated car such as this one, but 
once done the question remains as to what to do with the original. In this case we have a 
car which has enough sound material remaining to justify restoration, bearing in mind 
that a good deal of new material will be used. Modem techniques such as the use of 
epoxy wood consolidators make it possible to retain much of the original wood while 
insuring that it will be structurally sound. It is true that the use of epoxy is not favored by 
some since its use is not reversible, but if its use enables us to retain a part that would 
otherwise be unusable, I think that we ought to do so. In any event there is a fine line to 
be drawn. Where does restoration stop and replication begin? At 51%? Who does the 
quantification? For our purposes here I’ll call the proposed work restoration, even though 
one side of the car will be more of a replication. 
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DISPLAY AND INTERPRETATION 

Ideally, the car would be housed in a suitable building after restoration, however it is my 
understanding that at this time there is insufficient inside space and that the car will be 
restored and periodically displayed. I would recommend that a purpose built trailer is 
obtained and that the car be mounted to said trailer until such time as it can be housed in a 
museum building. Mounting the car will provide it with a stable foundation, obviate the 
necessity of lifting it for further movement and provide for mobility to events where it 
can be displayed. It should be placed inside a suitable building for restoration and storage. 
Should the exterior of the car be restored as outlined below, signage should note that one 
side of the car is mostly original, and that the other side has been extensively restored to 
its appearance when in service c.1899. Since a similar car (No. 9 “Eclipse” at the 
Honesdale Historical Museum) with an intact interior exists, I would suggest that the 
interior of this car be used to exhibit maps and photographs explaining the Delaware & 
Hudson Gravity Railroad. 

MOVEMENT AND TRANSPORTATION 

The car is exceedingly fragile and must be moved with extreme care. I suggest that a 
purpose built trailer be designed to load the car onto to remove it from its present 
location, support it during restoration and display it on. The trailer should have an open 
frame (no floor) with members that correspond with the car’s frame. The outer edges of 
the trailer frame must be higher than the center as per the car. The frame of the trailer 
ought to be somewhat longer than the car in case end platforms are constructed. The 
trailer should have at least four wheels, spaced so the trailer is always level (similar to a 
hay wagon) with brakes and a towbar that can be attached to a tractor or such. Once such 
a trailer has been constructed, the car should be carefully lifted with a crane onto same. 
Rigging the car will be critical. “I” beams must be placed under the car and attached to 
corresponding spreaders with matched cables to insure that the car is lifted evenly. 

Getting the “I” beams under the car will involve a lot of digging. Under no circumstances 
should the car be jacked up to get the beams in. The beams can be designed into the 
structure of the trailer or removed after the car has been thoroughly inspected and 
precautions taken not to damage it. Once loaded the car can be transported to an inside 
restoration site and later to where ever it is to be displayed. 

MISSING PARTS AND COMPONENTS 

Both “trucks” (wheels, axels, bearings, brakes, springs, etc.), end platforms complete with 
steps, handrails and buffers, couplers, brake mechanisms complete, outer ventilator 
covers, one interior ventilator cover (have 5 still in the car), north threshold plate (have 
south one on car) and baggage door guards. 

The “trucks” would be very difficult and expensive to reproduce. A set exists under car 
No. 9, which could be used as a guide for manufacture. However the cost of making these 
would be possibly as much as $50,000.00 therefore it is not recommended that these be 
made a* this time. The end platforms, couplers, etc. and could be made, using the parts of 
car No.9 as a guide. Thus far, no outer ventilator cover has been found, and photographs 
do not show them clearly. It may be necessary to guess as to their appearance. The inner 
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ventilator cover could be reproduced using an original as a pattern. Baggage door guards 
can be constructed using existing evidence as a guide in their design. 

MAJOR REPLACEMENTS AND REPAIRS 

Roof: Remove outer layers to determine what material the original covering was. Remove 
outer boards to facilitate repairs to bows, etc. Renew rotted roof boards as needed. After 
repairs are made to sides, etc., repair roof, paint exterior of roof boards and recover with 
appropriate material. 

Passenger end: Renew end beam, ends of center sills (shiplap to existing), roof plate @ 
left comer, tack moldings right and left, lower siding (might patch with siding removed 
from left side). The lower comer posts, door jams and left windowsill are rotted but might 
be repaired with an epoxy wood consolidator such as “ABATRON”. Typically, these 
epoxies come in a liquid form, which is painted onto arid soaks into the affected wood. 
Once this sets, an epoxy putty/filler is applied. This can be shaped to suit and later filed 
and sanded as needed. With some practice the repairs are nearly invisible once painted. 

Left side. Replace all exterior wood including tack moldings, letter board cap strip, letter 
board, battens and boards, window sills, belt rail, siding and four sash. Note that once this 
wood has been carefully removed for use in making replacements it is likely that interior 
(ranting will be found to be in need of replacement or repair as well. Also note that some 
sections of siding removed may be useful for patching other areas. 

Baggage end: Renew end beam, ends of center sills (shiplap to existing), facing board 
above left window and tack molding right and left. 

Right side. Renew tack molding (all), about 12” of trim strip might be repaired with 
epoxy, renew battens and boards, belt rail and siding ahead of baggage door only. 

Car frame: Badly bowed, may straighten out when leveled. Not thoroughly inspected 
since it is sitting on ground, but appears to be mostly sound. Inspect and repair as needed. 
Approximately 8-10 of the beams from the center sills to the side sills are missing or 
rotten and in need of renewal. 

Interior: Renew left windowsills and stops, approximately 20% of the floor, an unknown 
amount of the sub floor. Renew ends of at least five roof bows and renew top plate and 
framing posts adjacent to where roof bows attach. 

Doors, sash and blinds, etc: Remove, repair and refmish all (End doors: 2ea. baggage 
doors: 2ea. end sash: 4ea sash: 4ea (4 to be renewed), blinds: 8ea. When these are 
reinstalled they should be adjusted for proper operation. Renew door jam guards at 
passenger end and baggage doors (rolled steel plate). Renew missing ventilator cover 
using existing one as a pattern taken to an iron or aluminum foundry for casting and a 
sheet metal shop for the other portions and assembly. 
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In general, wood should be replaced with the same species. Samples of wood can be 
analysis for identification. Some species are extinct in large sizes but yet available as used 
lumber from old buildings, which have been torn down. 

Once the repairs have been made, all wood (including interior painted surfaces) should be 
sanded, filled where necessary, primed and painted with oil based alkyd enamel. As noted 
previously, the exterior appears to have been Tuscan red with orange sash. It is possible 
that the original gray interior paint may be washed or sanded lightly to reclaim. Once 
painted (or cleaned) a coat of clear varnish should be applied. Metal components should 
be wire brushed, primed with a rust proof primer and painted an appropriate color 
(probably black) using alkyd enamel. 

If it is decided to construct replica platforms, couplers, etc, these should be manufactured 
to fit the existing car rather than modifying the car to fit them. If no information can be 
found regarding the design of the exterior ventilator covers, I would suggest blanking 
them off as per the baggage end. In this way the car will appear “finished” and they can 
be removed without damaging anything if new information comes to light. 

In all cases, photographic and written records should be made of the project and detailed 
notes made locating all reproduction components and repairs. 


CHRONOLOGY 

As with any project, a good plan is essential. The restoration of this car will be difficult 
due to the nature of wooden car construction techniques. Although the car was built from 
the ground up, it must repaired starting at the top, dismantling it as we go down. Once 
any thing, which is going to be removed, has been, then it can be reconstructed starting at 
the bottom and working way back up again. Before the work on the roof can begin, some 
way must be found to tie or brace the sides since the roof itself is part of the structure and 
it would be bad practice (and possibly dangerous) to let them float free. 

Leveling the car ought to be attempted once the car is loaded onto the trailer, but if it 
resists, then the process will be a gradual one, and it is possible that the car will never be 
level, in which case the restorer will have to make many compromises. In any event, the 
final leveling of the car must be done prior to the reconstruction of the sides and the 
reattachment of the roof. 

Doors, sash, etc. ought not to be installed until the car is ready to paint. Some refitting 
will be needed. 

In the event that it is decided to construct reproduction “trucks” etc., nothing that has 
been discussed above would prevent them from being installed. 


As an additional resource, I would recommend articles on the subject of wooden 
passenger car construction and restoration by Glenn Guerra published in Locomotive and 
Railway Preservation magazine during the mid 1990s’ (now out of print, but photocopies 
are available from the Railroad Museum of Pennsylvania at Strasburg, Pennsylvania).

Another Accident in Front of the House 

At about 7 P.M. last night, another accident i front of the 
house. As so often happens, a vehicle came Hying out of the 
Whitmore Road (now called Sandy Bank Road) and across 
Route 106 and into the upper parking lot. This time it was a 
pickup truck, driven by a Bill Knickerbocker from Waymart. He 
careened along the row of evergreens and then impacted with 
one, causing his truck to roll over completely. 

DWP said that he heard a funny noise. Ranger was barking. I 
went up to investigate and found the truck. The driver, a likeable 
guy in his early 30's was at the wheel. He seemed 
dazed/stunned. "It won't start. It won't start," said he. He seemed 
to be OK, but there was garbage all over the lot and his front 
windshield was cracked and there were hemlock branches stuck 
under his windshield wipers. I told him that I was going to go 
call an ambulance and he said that "It won't start. It won't start." 

I phoned an ambulance and within about 10 minutes there was 
one there. Also a fire truck, the Greenfield Township cop. Lots 
of stopped cars Then the state police. They got Knickerbocker 
into the ambulance. He seemed OK. Insisted on shaking my 
hand and said: "You're a nice guy. You're a nice guy." 

The state police took charge of getting the truck towed away-- 
even though it could probably be driven. Knickerbocker was 
lucky. His truck rolled over completely and he was not thrown 
out. I don't think he was wearing his seat belt. I think he banged 
his head pretty bad in the course of the experience, although he

was not bleeding—at least not externally. They took him to 
Marian Community Hospital in Carbondale. 

The whole experience from start to finish took about an hour. 
This morning when I got up, 1 noticed that there was a tire near 
Ranger's box. It was Knickerbocker's spare tire, which got 
thrown out when his truck rolled. There was also some few bits 
and pieces of garbage that he had in the back of his truck that 
were here and there in the lot. I picked them all up. And that was 
that. 

As soon as I finish typing this, I think I will go up to Marian 
Community Hospital and see if he's there—and then go see him 
if he's there. I will tell him that his spare tire is at the golf 
Course when he gets around to picking it up. 

I think he must have fallen asleep at the wheel. I didn't smell any 
alcohol on his breath. 

At least 10 times a year a car comes flying out of the Whitmore 
Road and across Route 106 and into our yard. Someone was 
killed there late this summer. The accidents usually happen at 
night. I don't know what the solution is. There's a very visible 
stop sign there. A flashing red light may be necessary, although 
I would hate to see one put in there. The Whitmore Road was a 
dirt road when I was growing up and 1 wish it still were. If it 
were, such accidents as last night s would not have happened.
